The trouble is 
sometimes I feel like I'm losing all my minds, my fingers in a million pies and 
sensitive to them all, Too many trivialities and responsibility piling up against 
me. Pam says the same and she's quitting in June.

Cory Was Warned That 
Check Would Bounce 


By ED MONTGOMERY 
A not-so-pretty picture involving artist Pat Cucaro’s 


“Angelique—Child of Peace” 


family of William J. Glanister. 


was drawn yesterday by the 


The 64 year old man bought the Cucaro with a worthless 
$52,500 check on Jan. 18 and has since been committed tv 
Napa State Hospital as a mental patient. 

The family has charged that Edward J. Cory. owner of 
the Cory Galleries here and Cucaro’s exclusive agent, was 
warned—before delivery of the painting—that Glanister’s 
eheck would bounce and that he was.mentally ill. 


Glanister’s niece, Mrs. 
Donna Toms, and nephew, 
Kenneth Glanister, said that 
despite the warning from 
them and the family attor- 
ney, the painting was deliv- 
ered to their uncle by two 
Cory employes. 

The check bounced Jan. 22 
from the Chartered Bank of 
London here with the nota- 
tion: “Insufficient funds.” 


BIG PUBLICITY 


Despite this, investigation 
disclosed, Cory sent out news 
releases and purchased ads 
in newspapers and radio 
spots heralding the sale — 
for $50,000, plus $2500 tax — 
as putting Cucaro among the 
leading contemporary art- 
ists. 

The ads ran photos of 
Glanister’s check, the invoice 
and reprints of stories that 


appeared in Bay Area news- 


papers not affected by the re- 
cent strike. 


Cory was (juoted in the sto- 
ries as referring to Glanister 
as 2 retired man “quite 
wealthy, who is a collector of 
paintings, old coins and other 
things.” 

He was further quoted as 
saying Glanister had been 
buying paintings at the Cory 
Galleries for about a year 
and a half. 


“Glanister is an English- 
man, and I think he comes of 
noble blood,’’ Cory said. 


NOT NOBLE 


However, Mrs. Toms told 
The Examiner: 

“We don’t come from Eng- 
land. We’re Americans and 
don’t come irom noble 
blood.”’ 


Nor was the “transaction” 
made at the Cory Galleries, 
she said, as Cory had de- 
scribed it. Glanister, accord-

ing to Cory, offered $20,000 
for “Angelique,” but was 
told the price was $50,000, 
Mrs. Toms said. “He wrote 
out the check,” was Cory’s 
happy comment at the time. 

Mrs. Toms and her brother 
gaid the actual transaction 
‘was made on the phone, with 
Cory calling several times, 
starting Jan. 16, with the 
sales pitch. 

Kenneth had been living 
with his uncle for several 
days in the latter’s apart- 
ment at 825 Geary St., while 
awaiting the arrival of his fa- 
ther, Bernard, from the Ba- 
hamas 


“We had already decided 
that Uncle Bill would have to 
be committed and we wanted 
my father here before the ac- 
tion was taken,”’ said Mrs. 
Toms. 


TOLD ATTORNEY 


When Cory continued to 
call, Mrs. Toms told the fam- 
ily attorney, John Griffin of 
Woodland, about “Uncle 
Bill’s” intention to acquire 
the painting. 

“I tried to reach Cory by 
phone and couldn’t,” Griffin 
said. “However, I ‘talked to 
Irma (a saleslady at “Cory) 


and told her to pass the word 
on to Cory that Glanister is 
broke, sick and to be com- 
mitted to a hospital and that 
the Cucaro was not to be de- 
livered.”’ 

Then, that next night she 
(Irma) and another person 
from the gallery delivered 
the painting and Glanister 
wrote the check, the attorney 
said. 

Glanister’s nephew remon- 
strated with his uncle, who 
told him not to “interfere in 
my affairs.’ However, the 
nephew. insisted to the Cory 
employes not to leave the 
painting and not to accept 
the check because it was 
worthless. 

“But they left it anyway 
and took the check,” Ken- 
neth said. 


CALLED FIRE DEPT. 


About midnight, the neph- 
ew was awakened by fire- 
men. 

His uncle, he learned, had 
called the fire department 
.and said the apartment was 
on fire. The néphew ex- 
plained to firemen that it 
was all a mistake.

He had hardly fallen asleep 
again, about an hour later. 
he said, when his uncle 
eatied in a second false 
alarm — and again Kenneth 
was awakened by firemen. 

After family consultation, 
it was decided to take Glanis- 
ter to the hospital. 

Before going, Glanister 
paused ,to write out a $1000 
check for the officer who was 
sent to take him to the psy- 
chiatric ward at San Francis- 
co General Hospital. The offi- 
cer tucked the check into 
Glanister’s other personal 
belongings. 

Glanister also wrote a 
worthless check for $5000 to 
the apartment house manag- 
er because she was ‘‘so aw- 
fully nice’’ to him. 

In another burst of gener- 
osity, Glanister at Christmas 
time called a San Francisco 
appliance store and ordered 
100 color television sets 
‘which -he instructed to be 
sent .to Bay Area hospitals 

for Vietnam veterans. 

“Send me the bill,” «he 
said. 


‘The store manager did 
some checking and decided 
to cancel the sale. He didn’t 
bother informing Glanister. 

Glanister spoke frequently 
‘9 neighbors about his “‘gold 
mine” in Nevada. 

The “gold mine,” however, 
is his octogenarian mother in 
the East who sends him a 
check each month to get by 
and to live in his $250 a 
month 10th floor apartment. 

Glanister, who once 
worked as maitred’ at the 
Sir Francis Drake, the Hunt- 
ington and the Whitcomb, 
also receives social security 
and a check for $45 a month 
in industrial compensation 
for an injury. incurred while 
employed at Saranac Inn in 

upstate New York. 

The State Attorney Gener- 
al’s Office is also in the pic- 
ture, The Examiner learned, 
to determine if consumer 
fraud. was committed in the 
case. 


A short time later he called 
the store again and said: 

“Better make that 200 
sets.” 


UP TO $5000 

Since the $50,000-sale pub- 
licity, Cory Galleries have 
been selling lithographs of 
“Angelique — Child of 
Peace” gor $150 a piece at 
the rate of a reported one- 
a-day, plus Cucaro originals 
at prices up to . 

Deputy Attorney General 
Eric Collins would not com- 
ment on the case, but it was 
learned his office has subpo- 
enaed Cory’s records, includ- 
ing those in his account at 
Pacific National Bank, where. 
the check was deposited, and 


also .Glanister’s records at 
the Chartered Bank of Lon- 
don on which the check was 
drawn. 

Cucaro, the unwitting vic- 
tim. could not be reached for 
comment. 

Cory has insisted the check 
is good. 

When informed there was 
proof the check had bounced, 
he said: “If anything was 
wrong with the check I know 
it will be made good. I know 
Mr. Glanister has more than 
$350,000 in the bank from an 
insurance check.” 

He said he knew Glanister 
had been “in and out’-ofthe 
hospital, for two years; and 
added, *“‘From the same 
ward (psychiatricr-you are 
talking about.” 


ALLEGED SALE 


Attorney Griffin, mean- 
while, came up with another 
mysterious sidelight to the 
case. He produced -invoices 
from Cory of other alleged 
sales of paintings to Glanis- 
ter. 

One was for $20,800 for two 
oils (not Cucaros) dated Oc- 
tober 3, 1966 — at a time 
when Glanister was totally 
without funds and being sup- 
ported by his family, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Toms. 

Another Cory invoice, dat- 
ed September 21, 1966, was 
for $800 for the same two 
oils. 

Both were marked “‘paid in 
full.” An expert appraiser 
yesterday valued the oils at 
“$300 at most.”
